HE IS NOT IN A HURRY TO INTRO- 
DUCE HIS BILL. 
| centnenemneneeneeeeeneetee ee 
The Previous Question to be Onlled About the First 
of May—Mr. Nicholls’ Reselation for an Inves- 
tigation ef the Cincinnati Riot—The 
'Reagen Bill, Bio. 


Special to The Constitution. 

Wasuixeton, March 31.—Mr. Nicholls’s 
joint resolution for the investigation of the 
Cincinnati riots will probably be introduced 
in the senate to-morrow. Toe resolution de- 
scribes the teriible condition of affairs in 
Cincinnati and characterizes the mob as a 
kuklax organization, which has outraged law 
and order and violated the right of a citizen 
to trial by jury. A fall investigation of the 
Sherman-Danville committee is provided for 
in the resolution. To-night I hear that, Mr. 
Oabell, of Virginia, will to-morrow offer an 
exact copy of Sherman’s investigating resolu- 
tion, except that Cincinnati will be inserted 
instead of Danville. This unfortunate af- 
fair has shown that the investigations of the 
alleged southern outrages are mere political 
mills. 

Mr. Morrison said to-day it might be two or 
three weeks before the tariff bill is offered to 
the house. He wants to give time to pass 
gome appropriation bills, soas to keep the 
senate busy while the house is 
on the tarif.° The plan is to call 
the previous question on the bill about the 
firstof Mey. Then amendments will begin, 
and they will take much more time than the 
general discussion. How far Mr. Randall and 
his friends will antagonize the consideration 
of the bill is uncertain, but the prospect of 
passing apy tariff bill does not brighten, 

Mr. Regan expects to get up his inter-state 
commerce bill this week. If he does, the 
house is in for another long discussion. The 
bill has been modified considerably. Its 
friends predict its passage, but that is hardly 
probable.

The Cail of the States the trade Bollar—Tepics 
the Se.ate. 

Wasuineton, March 31.—In the senate the 
public buildings committee reported favor- 
ably a bill providing for the erection of a 
public building at Chattanooga. Placed on 
the calendar. Mr. Batler presented a memo- 
rial from thecham ber of commerce of Charles- 
ton, 8. C., relating to the silver ccinnge, the 
revenue, marine service and light ships,

[IN THE HOUSE, 

In the house, Mr. Beach e New York, from 
the committee on pubic bealth, reported 
back a resolution directing that the commit- 
tee investigate the question of the aduitera- 
tion of food and drugs. Mr. Browne, of-In- 
diana, did not think this investigation with- 
in the province of congress, but thought that 
adulteration and drinks should be regulated 


' by the states. 


Mr. Cox, of New York, called attention to 
the “fact that while before the 
war but five hundred bilis would 
be presented 10 congress in a year, at this 
session 7.000 bills had been already 
introduced, Coneress was getting omniver- 
ous. It was taking in everything. There 
would be a committee pretty soon to investi- 
gate how much sand agrocer put in his sugar, 
and how much waterin his milk. In fact, 
the pendiog resolution would reach that 
gues ion, Congress had no right to be per- 
petualiy interferring with local matter and he 
objected to these microscopic bills brought in 
for the purpose of gett:ng the surplus out of 
thetreasury. He moved to lay the resolution 
on the table. Lost, yeas 114, nays 124, and 
then the resolution was recomumitted, 
yeas 117, nays 116. ene 

Under the cali of states Mr. Nicholls, of 
Georgia, introduced a resolution reciting the 
fact tuat for several days the city of Cincin- 
nati has been menaced by a mob of vigilance 
committees and kuklux organizations, and 
have subverted the jaw of the land and. dis 
turbed public tranquility in repeated efforts 
to lynch certain persous con- 
fined in jail at Cincinnati, charged 
with crime, resulting in the loss of 
many lives and the destruction of much 
property, and requesting the Sherman com- 
mittee of the senate to inquire into the cir- 
cumstances connected with: these outrages 
and report by bili or otherwise. 

Tne bill for toe redemption of the trade 
dollar came up as the regular order, and Mr. 
Bland spoke in opposition to it. Mr, Miller 
of Texas, and Mr. Lacey of Michigan, sup- 
ported the bill, the Jatter saying, however, 
that he would vote against it if the fourth 
section. which provides that the trade dollar 
shall be deducted. from the monthly coinage 
of silver, were strifgen out. Robert Smalls, of 
South Carolina, took the oath of office as rep-
